After that Theopompw, the 
laft King of the Spartans had: joyned to his Sonne, and 
bis future Succeſſorsthe Ephors ; the name of King be- 
came an empty Title amongſt the Lacedemonians: ha- 
ving altogether loſt the authority, which before Theo- 
pomp all the Kings had abſolute and moſt free. The 
Atheni-ns after that they ceaſed to be under Kings,they 
endured no kind of Government long ;being impatient 
of the preſent, and deſirous of new ; at length they were 
ruined by an Anarchy. The People of Rome bewiched 
with the ſweetneſle of liberty, after the example of the 
Grzcians, they changed'their Kingdone into a Demo- 
cracy ; and cſtabliſhed a Law, never to reduce their 
Kings. But by their forraigne VWarres, and civill Dif- 
cords they learnt at laſt, that there was no Remedy for 
their decaying Country, but to be governed by One. 
Therefore they created a didtator, of a free _ _ 

ule.

Rule; free from giving any account of his Words and 
Adtions: from whom there ſhould be no appeale, and 
ro whom was permitted to impriſon,puniſh-with. bonds, 
or death,any man of the Nobles,or of the Patrician Or- 
der, the cauſe nor declared. 


What the Puritans have deviſed concerning the States 
of. the Kingdom in England, France,and Scorland,I dare 
not call them old wives fables,fince that theyare ſhamful
